When they 
at last returned to the village they 
found every house looted and all the 
toodstuffs taken. 
She says she was 
robbed by the Russian driver of a 
drosky, who took her and lier little 
ones to Riga. 
One of her children, 
she said, contracted an illness w’hile 
sleeping in the forest that may cause 
his death.
